Disc Girls’ in N.Y. Help 
With Dr. Dooley’s Mail

NEW YORK — This is the 
story of 23 secretaries and 
their humanitarian project 
bridging the distance from Man- 
hattan to the jungles of South 


The 23 give their spare hours 
to 1. the hundreds ot 
letters Which each month are 
written to Dr. Tom Dooley, the 
33-year-old founder of MEDICUO, 
a nonprofit > agen to establish 
hospitals and send volunteer 
physicians and medical aid to 
underdevelo countries. 

This handling of correspon- 
dence for a “boss” half a world 
away takes some mechanical do- 
ing, because the secretaries all

project, explain in an inter- 


view how it is done. The “disc 
girls,” as the volunteers call 
themselves, first cull the mail 
when it comes to MEDICO offices 
in New York. Some volunteers 
are assigned to decide which 
letters to mail on to Dooley in 
Laos for personal reply, and 
which ‘can be handled in New 
York without further demands 
on the doctor’s time.

Straight and Steady ~«

age of 13 he ized his pur- 
in life, or perhaps it would 
better to say that at such 
an early age he sensed it; and 
when he, whose eyesight had 
always been but weak, became 


without knowing the word or 
really what he was doing. One 
day a member of the Leipzig 
Gewandhaus orchestra, a dou- 
bie-bassist, moved into the 
neighborhood; he heard him im- 
provising on the piano and one 


Nikisch listened to his 
ing, encouraged him in a friend- 
ly tone, put a mark-piece into 
his hand, and said he should 
come and see him again in a 
year’s time. This was the first 
time the reflection of really 
great music fell upon the lit- 
tle boy. His mother kept the 
one-mark-piece as something 
special; for her it meant the 
hope that her boy might yet 
grow to be something great. 
His first piano 
given by—the double-bassist! 


Invention for Two Voices 


The second great, decisive ex- 
perience followed soon. In the 
music books of his sisters, Hel- 
mut came across a piece whose 
name did not mean anything to 
him: an invention for two 
voices by Johann Sebastian 
Bach. 


He tried it first of all with 
his right hand, as we always 
had to practice with one hand 
first, because his weak eyes did 
not permit him to read both 
rows of notes simultaneously. 
Then he took the left hand, but 
to his great surprise the boy 
found a repetition of the tune 
which he had already played 
with his right hand, and not the 
usual accompanying chords. 


At first he thought he pre 
made a mistake and read the 
treble notes again, but on sec- 
ond looks he found he had been 
right: the tune of the right 
hand was repeated in the left, 
one tact later, and with some 
modifications of course. After 
the boy had practiced each hand 
separately he played them both 
ether—and was completely 
ravished: he had experienced, 
understood, and grasped the 
phenomenon of polyphony. 

One could also say: it had

New Drug for Alcoholics 


HIROSAKI—Five men sat in 
a hospital room at the Hirosaki 
University School of Medicine 
here and quietly drank sake. 
Far from irresponsible 
topers, they were guinea pigs 
in a scientific experiment to 
demonstrate the usefulness of a 
new weapon against alcoholism. 


The men were each given 
two-thirds of a pint (360 cc.) of 
sake during a 20-minute period. 
Within 30 minutes they began 
to feel flushed. Their pulse rate 
iricreased and their b pres- 
sure rose. Three were obvious- 
ly uncomfortable and said the 
liquor had lost its usual flavor 
and they didn’t want any more. 
When forced to drink another 
540 cc. they complained of head- 
— became nauseous and 


won was the first stage of the 

t. All the men were 

healthy individuals, physicians 
and attendants in the hospital 
who had volunteered to dsink 
liquor after having taken two 
tablets of the new antialcoholic 
drug, dipsan calcium carbimide. 


The test was conducted by 
of the Hirosaki 
staff, who reported on the re- 
sults in a recent issue of Post- 
graduate Medicine, published in 
the United States. 


Dr. Wada said the initial ex- 
periment was designed to deter- 
mine the optimal dose of dipsan 
and the interval required for 


| the drug’s alcoholic reaction to 


reach its peak. 


Next Dr. Wada tested the 
effect of dipsan on patients in 
the hospital. For this trial, he 
chose three —, pa- 
tients and 16 alcoholics. Each 
was given a daily dose of dipsan 
and a test dose of liquor.

This results in spontan- 
eous abstinence. In short, this 
process does not make use of 
the CCC-alecoho!] syndrome (the 
disagreeable effect of the s 
alcohol reaction); rather, 
patient’s desire for alcohol is 
gradually lowered by adequate 
maintenance medication until he 
attains an ideal state of — 
nence.” 


Dr. Wada reported that aur 
ing treatment alcoholism was 
alleviated in eight of the 19 
patients, including one who was 
completely abstinent following 
a six-month course of therapy 
with dipsan. Four others show- 
ed improvement, four still are 
hospitalized and three showed 
no improvement. Such à per- 
centage of favorable response 
is considered extremely high vy 
the treatment of confirmed a 
coholics.

‘European Economic Commu- 
nity (EEC) nations welcome the 
nomination of Undersecre 
of State Douglas Dillon as Sec- 
retary of the Treasury in the 
forthcoming Kennedy Administ- 
ration. Serving as the U.S. Am- 
bassador to France between 1953 
and 1957, Dillon witnessed the 
development of the European 
Coal and Steel Community 
csc) and the growth of the 
European Atomic Community 


.(Buratom) as well as the Euro- 


pean Common Market (EEC). 
‘He has strongly supported 


such organizations, considering 


them to be the only effective 
‘means of integrating the eco- 
nomy of Europe. 

For this reason, Britain, which 
leads the European Free Trade 
Association (EFTA), appeared 
indifferent to Dillon’s nomina- 
tion to this important economie 
post. 

Dillon is credited with the be- 
lief that EFTA will contribute 
very little toward the economic 
integration of Europe. In fact 
EFTA, according to this belief, 
might even induce an economic 
split among its member nations 
inasmuch as they insist on exer- 
cising independent tariff rights. 

Unity Stressed 

if rivalry between EEC and 
EFTA becomes accentuated, it 
may eventually lead to a pol- 
itical dispute, which would dlace 
the West in a disadvantageous 
position in the cold war. 


To avoid such a consequence, 
nati have tried to 
stress unity, but the two eco- 
nomic organizations, neverthe- 
less, may be tempted to pro- 
mote their own trade interests 
at the sacrifice of third nations. 
This is a matter of great con- 
cern for the U.S. 


In this respect, the adjust- 
ment of relationship between 
EEC and EFTA can be regard- 
ed as a problem which concerns 
the entire Free World. 


The United States, moreover, 


‘is particularly eoncerned be- 


cause of the recent steady drain 
upon its gold reserves due to 
unfavorable balances of trade. 
ropean nations, in turn, are 
faced with the problem of rein- 
foreing their defense setup with- 
im the restrictions of the cold 
war, and at the same time of 
increasing their financial aid to 
underdeveloped nations. 
In order to achieve these pur- 
poses under the present situa- 


. After successfully rehabilitat- 
ing themselves, thanks to the 
support of the Marshall aid plan, 
and overcoming the dollar 
shortage, European countries 
are now asked to share the res- 
ponsibility for the defense of 
the Free World in checking the 
advance of Communist influence 
in the world. 

The United States is request- 
ing European nations to shoul- 


der more of the defense cost for 


the NATO setup, and to offer 
more financial aid to underdev- 
eloped nations of the world. 
The United States at a min- 
isterial-level conference last Dec- 
ember promised to supply 100 
Polaris IRBM units with five 


A submarines to reinforce NATO’s 


nuclear arms with these inter- 
mediate range missiles. It also 
guaranteed that it would not call 
back its nuclear. armed forces 
from Europe. 

In extending these promises, 
the United States has also 
stressed the need of more Euro- 

assistance in the matter 
of defense and in financial aid 
plans. 

OECD Established 

Meanwhile, the Organization 
for Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) has come 
into existence. Its members 
consist of Eufopean nations and 
the United States and Canada, 
which are participants in the 
Atlantic Conference. It was or- 
ganized in accordance with the 
proposal made by U.S. Under- 
secretary of State C. Douglas 
Dillon in 1959 and which was 
given general approval at the 
NATO conference last Decem- 


ber. 
The OECD is aimed at devis- 
ing mew ways of meeting the 
economic situation and 
at jointly carrying out the Mar- 
shall aid plan. The OECD is 
a revised version of OEEC, 
which contributed much to the 
abolishment of qualitative re- 
strictions on imports among the 
participating nations. The EEC 
also was effective in the lib- 
eralization of trade through its 
multilateral system of payment. 
Important Features 
Important features of the 
OECD setup are 1) formal par- 
ticipation by the United States 
and Canada, who were only ob- 
servers at the OEEC; 2) setup 
well sulted for promoting the 
liberalization of trade through

New Deal Policy 


Although most of the mem- 
bers of the Kennedy Cabinet 
are supporters of a controlled 
economy, Dillon is not. He is 
a supporter of free economy. 


The forthcoming U.S. econom- 
ical policy can not be foreseen 
in detail, but at least Kennedy is 
ex to attempt to entice 
prosperity with a “New Deal” 
policy. 

In any case, the economical 
situation in the United States 
will have a great influence up- 
on the economy of Europe. 


President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower has already taken steps 
to save dollars by decreasing 
the number of families of U.S. 
servicemen overseas, and it is 
expected that this policy will 
be strengthened in the future. 


Whatever measures are taken 
to strengthen America's foreign 
exchange situation, it is not ex- 
pected that any of them will 
lead to the devaluation of the 
dollar. 


Whatever measures are vet to 
come, plus the attitude of the 
European nations in cooperating 
with the United States, will de- 
termine the course of European 
economy in general. 


Approval Expected 
It is expected that the Euro 


pean nations will lay in 
principle on U.S. policy and 
ir 


actual disbursements, matters 
are likely to become consider- 
ably more complicated. 

The Anderson-Dillon mission, 
for example, obtained assur- 
ances from the Bonn Govern- 
ment rding .increased aid 
for less developed countries.

U.N. General Assembly Completes

MELBOURNE: (Radio Austra- 
lia)—Just before Christmas the 
Gerieral Assembly of the United 
Nations adjourned its annual 
session which will recommence 
early in March. This session 
has been a remarkable one in a 
number of respects. 


In the first place, when it 
it was attended by an 
extraordinary galaxy of world 
leaders. Khrushchev's decision 
to attend in company with lead- 
ers of the Communist satellite 
states of Eastern Europe led 
many other world leaders to 
come to New York. 


Khrushchev used the United 
Nations platform to attack Ham- 
marskjold, the secretary gen- 
neral, and to try to weaken his 
office. This, course, was 
prompted by Soviet anger at the 
secretary general's activities in 
organizing the United Nations 
Congo force. 

Khrushchev also tried to 
score a number of propaganda 
advantages. His undignified 
performance obviously bewild- 
ered and dismayed many dele- 
gates, a large number of whom 
were attending for the first 


e. 

Of more enduring importance 
to the United Nations is the 
great increase in the size of the 
assembly. It now stands at 99 
members, and but for the So- 


the present meeti 


viet veto on the 
the African state of Mauritania, 
which became independent at 
the end of November, it would 
have reached 100. 

As the size of the assembly 
increases with the admission of 
other newly independent na- 
tions, it's obvious that the im- 

the Afro-Asian 
group will continue to grow. 

One thing that emerges is 
that the new members have 
great faith in the international 
organization and greatly value 
their membership in it. Na- 
turally, they don’t think alike 
on all matters, and they have 
been dividéd on some issues, 
but they share a great belief 
in the value of independence, 
and they all are strong in their 
encouragement of the young 
countries struggling toward in- 
dependence. 

In a number of respects also, 
has been 
frustrating. The attendance and 
activities of the world leaders 
who made general speeches de- 
layed the assembly in getting 
down to work on its agenda, 
and Se to this delay 
the ly has had to deal 
with a number of difficult and 
almost impracticable issues. 

Of these the most notable has 
been the Congo.

the Congo force which Hammar- 
skjold has, in my opinion, right- 
ly declared to be critical to the 
maintenance of world peace. 


But though much has been 
left undone and though there is 
little political achievement, it 
has to be remembered that the 
assembly and security council, 
though the most prominent ele- 
ments in the United Nations, 
are far from being its only ele- 
ments. 


Day in and day out the ac- 
tivities of such bodies and agen- 
cles as the World Health Or- 
ganization, the Food and Agri- 
culture Organization, the Unit- 
ed Nations Children’s Fund and 
many others are continuing. 


These agencies of internation- 
al cooperation are concerned 
with most important tasks at- 
fecting human welfare with the 
battles against disease, malnu- 
trition and rance. And 
their activities in these fields 
while unspectacular and divorc- 
ed from politics are of vital im- 
portance. Such activities have 
been going on day and night in 
the face of great difficulties in 
the Congo, to give one example. 

So, though the political report 
of this session leaves much to 
be desired, it would be wrong 
to be too critical of the value of 
the United Nations . . and I'm 
sure membership of this body, 
now largely universal, is prized 
arid should be prized. (Radio

Firm Political Convictions 


During the more than 10 
years of his chancellorship he 
has fought for these ideas with 
extraordinary tenacity and pur- 
poseful patience, and his tacti- 
cal shifts such as are by no 
means foreign to his nature 
have again and again in retro- 
spect proved mere detours on 
his way to a goal that he never 
loses sight of and pursues with 
1 and utter convic- 
tion. 


That goal has been from the 
beginning the unity of the free 
West as the last guarantor of 
national freedom, personal liber- 
ty and human dignity in at 
least part of the world. This 
is coupled in Adenauer’s mind 
with the conviction that the

Irrespective therefore of any 
mistakes or omissions that may 
be imputed to Konrad Ade 
nauer, of any strictures that 
may be made on his political 
tactics in dealing with oppon- 
ents, or of any rigidity he may 
be accused of, he still essen- 
tially impresses the people as 
a man who even in difficult 
political situations never allows 
himself to be influenced by 
flashy ideas of the kind that 
give only momentary relief, 
but who always judges current 
political trends cautiously and 
judiciously from a long-term 
point of view and in the light 
of the paramount goal to which 
his policies are devoted. 

Appreciative of Power 

Konrad Adenauer is said 
greatly to appreciate the value 
of political power; indeed, he 
once exhorted his political fol- 
lowers not to be too reticent 
in using whatever political 


power was voted to them. 


Offhand it might seem that 
this quality would make him 
suspect to the Germans, for it 
was on their territory, after all, 
and barely a generation ago, 
that power was concentrated 
and misused to the point of 
perversion. 

However, in giving Konrad 
Adenauer his position of power 
not only once but in three suc- 
cessive federal elections, the 
overwhelming majority of the 
Germans considered that they

is hard to compare 
with other amateur action 
sports, Hunting, boating, swim- 
ming, sports car racing and 
water skiing cause many fatal 


accidents each year. Skiing in- 


flicts some injuries, but seldom 
disabling ones. And skiing vir- 
tually never kills anyone. 

‘Statistics compiled at Aspen 
indicate that the average skier 
here can expect to ski better 
than 200 days without an acci- 
dent requi medical atten- 
tion. He can ski 800 days with- 
out fracturing a bone. 

The average pleasure skier 
skis less than 25 days each sea- 
son. So the odds are excellent 
that you can ski a lifetime with 
never a fracture or other seri- 


ous injury. 

What small risk does exist is 
immeasurably decreased if you 
observe common sense safety

Good equipment is essential. 
Ski boots must fit, especially 
at the heel. They must give 
ankle support and bind the 

solidly to the ski. If your 
boots feel comfortable, they are

times a day, for boots stretch as 
they get wet and worn. 

But too tight lacing cuts off w 
circulation and makes for cold 
feet and painfully sore arches 
and ankles. 

So-called “safety” bindings are 
misnamed, for they have haz- 
ards of their own. They can 
save you a fracture in a fall, 
but too loosely adjusted, they 
can come adrift when you don't 
want them to, causing an acci- 
dent. And since the advent of 
quick-release bindings (the pro- 
per term), ski doctors have had 
to treat many cuts caused by 
free, skis.

Check your releases each 
morning and afternoon, making 
sure the binding hasn’t frozen 
up.

Never ski when fatigued, for 
many accidents happen on that 
last run of the day. atch your 
step when weather or snow con- 


to freeze. Be cautious toward 
the end of each run. Falls on 
steep hills aren't nearly so dan- 
Ferous as those on the flat run- 
out at the foot of the slope. 

Actually, far more skiers are 
incapacitated each year by sick- 
ness than by injury. Colds, flu, 
strep throat and pneumonia are 
real hazards at ski resorts, part- 
ly because skiers get exposed to 
alien “bugs” they haven't built 

a resistance against at home. 

Arrive for skiing rested, not 
in a state of exhaustion. Get 
plenty of sleep, and build up to 
skiing gradually. 

Dress warmly ‘rather than too 
scantily. Remove outer r 
ments, or open them up. ore 
overheating. Put them on when 
you stop exercising to avoid 


On the slopes, observe courte- 
sy and watch out for the other 
fellow; collisions cause yn 
ski accidents. Almost all acc 
dents are preventable. 
ski recklessly or beyond your 
skill, Stay under control. In 
nine ski accidents out of ten, 
somebody skied out of control.

If economic circumstances 
permit, the tariff rate is 
scheduled to be lowered by 20 
per cent again on Dec. 31, 1961.
